WASHINGTON. Mny 31 (/P)— President Truman said to- 
day he 13 fltill wholoheurtedly in favor of the emergency 
Btriker-draft lepislation ho has asked of congrcsH. 

His proposal to induct men who strike against the govern- 
ment, the President told reporters, has been grossly rals- 
repre-sented and misunderstood. 

It wn.t not intended an a provision to draft labor, he said 
but to draft citizens in an emergency. 

Already, the senate has knocked out thho striker-draft 
Hoetion of the emergency Icglalntion Mr. Truman asked last 
Siiturday. The bill came under fresh senate attack today. 

Even a sheriff, the President remarked, can deputize any 
citizen to enforce the law. 
He merely wanted authority to deputize experienced men 
to work for the induatries 
seized by the government, 
Truman explained. 

The President's assertion at 
his news conference came 
after he had declined to com- 
ment on a statement by A. F. 
Whitney, president of the 
BrTitherhood of ■ Trainmeni - 
that he had signed his poIIU- 
cal death warrant In forcing 
an end to the railroad striice. 
'U was asked whether he had seen 
report that Whitney had the 
transcript ot one of the presidential 
strike conferences. He replied that 
he did not read Mr. Whitney. 

Mr. Truman was emphatic In asy- 
Ing that the senate^ elimination at 
the revision perraltUng the draft- 
ing of strikers In Industries seUed 
by the government grealty weaken- 
ed the pending emergency lalwr 
legislation.

THE TIME HAS COME 
At about tho .tame time thnt Joiin L. Lowia, 
In his indnltp myrcy. was tlDCldlnc to Icl tho 
nntion'.t life continue nl a .slowed - down 
acmblance or normal tor another fortnight, 
a statement from Son. CImidr; Popprr woa 
rend to the AmnlRamated Clothing Workers' 
convention In Mlaiitlc City. Tlie aenntor re- 
gretted th.it he coTild not make a scheihilcd 
appeiirancc, but explnJnpd that he wai aUty- 
Ing In WnEhliiRton "to help carry on the fight 
to protect labor." 

That statement, coming when It did. might 
have aeemod a trifle Ironic to aome. But ob- 
vloualy it didn't to Mr. Pepper or to the ACW 
convention. Indeed, thw convention aeemed 
Bomowhat perturbed. 

It aent a message to Mr. Pepper stating 
that "It would be nothing abort of calamltoud 
If tho forces of reaction wore permitted to 
capitalize on the national crlnla precipitated 
by the coal strike in order to force through 
lll-concclved and ha.stlly considered leptl.'jln- 
tlon aimed at the de.'itnictlon of the hard- 
Won rfght-s of labor." Tlie message also a.sked 
that the coal .strike bo considered and dealt 
With "on its own merlta." 

There Ifl much good aense In the ACW' 
warning and retiue.st. Certainly, there la little 
to be gained In angry logUlatlon aimed .solely 
■t Mr. Lewln'.i .iwlft and per.^onal pimlshmpnt. 
One such piece of legl.slatlon Is .still on the 
books— the Smlth-Connally wartime strlke.s 
act, which, dlretrted .speclflcaHy at Mr, Lewi,-;, 
waa applied generally with harmful and 
ridiculous ro.'iult.s. 

By all niean.s, the coal .■itrlko ahould be 
dealt with on It.'; own merlUs. And In all hon- 
6!ly, the facta and merits In the case are 
theae: The atrlke and Its conaequences are 
not basically tho fault of Mr, LewLs or of 
labor, but of a law of the land, enacted by 
the United States Congress, which allows 
and all but Invites such a .strike. 

Under the Wagner Act, any labor leader 
with. as Important a union and as much 
bralii, brass, and bluster as Mr. Lewis posses- 
fles, c'nuld do tho same thing. The steel work- 
ers could do it. So could the transport workers, 
the teamsters who haul our foodatuffa, the 
workers who supply our communities with 
light and water, and others. It is one of the 
"hardwon rlRhta of labor." 

It seems to us that it will be "nothing 
short of calamitous" It this particular "right" 
Is not In aome measure curbed and amended. 
The amending need not be done In anger, 
since congres,s has only Itself to blame for the 
present condition. Nor does It need to be 
"aimed at the destruction of tho hard-won 
lights of labor" when those rights arc legiti- 
mate and to the public good. The remedy does 
not even need to be drastic. 

The time has come, however, when em- 
ploye repre.'ientativcs, no less than employ- 
ers, must be held accountable for failure to 
act In good faith. The time has come to re- 
voke the license which permits John L. Lew. 
Isea to engage legally In practices which 
would be illegal if they were not John L. 
Lewises. 

Until that la done, Mr. Lewis can continue 
or resume his cannlly stage-managed role of 
economic bos.s of tho United States, when 
and as It pleases him. Until that is done, no 
one, not even the President, has the legal 
power to raise a hand to stay him.
